We have your request of May 14th for 30,000 lbs. of bronze one-cent blanks 
standard weight. T eam glad to say that we shall be able to ship these goods today, and 
as you seem to be in urgent need of the blanks, this prompt shipment is another illustra- 
tion of what we both have several times alluded to, namely, the desirability of our keep- 
ing a reasonable stock of these blanks far enough advanced that we can fill orders prompt- 
ly.

As you are no doubt aware, The Philadelphia Commercial Museums is 
going to hold a conference in Philadelphia during the fore-part of June Mm 
composed of representatives from all the South American Governments, together 
with prominent people representing the different commercial bodies of that 
country.

The object is to open up business intercourse between our country and | 
South America, and it is proposed that these people shall visit other cit- 
ies as well as Philadelphia with that object in view. 

The Philadelphia Commercial Museums is a movement supported by the 
City and State as well as The National Government and has been in considerable 
communication with very nearly every Foreign Consul, the Government having 
instructed their Consuls in that direction, so that it. becomes a national af- 
fair as it was the intention of the projectors to make it.

Your favor of May 8lst ultimo, reporting the result of the count 
of a lot of uncurrent coin received from this office, is at hand. 

In reply I wish to call your attention to two tags herewith re- 
turned, both taken from bags marked to contain $100, put up by dif- 
ferent counters, each weighing precisely the same, to-wit: 5 lbs., 34 
ounces, 

The official at present in charge of the Issue Division, where 
this money was put up--an experienced employe--reports that he weigh- 
ed these identical bags; that he has to a large extent done the weigh- 
ing in this division for many years; that he knows very nearly what 
each denomination of smooth coin should weigh, and that the weight as 
marked upon these tags is the average weight of a bag containing $100 
in uncurrent quarters. 

In further proof of the accuracy of the weight as marked upon 
these tags I will state that a bag of smooth or uncurrent quarters 


containing $100 was taken from the desk of one of the counters to-day 


and weighed, the result being precisely as the others--5 lbs, 3} 
ounces, Ten (10) smooth quarters weigh two (2) ounces, Two ounces, 
one way or the other, in the weight of a bag containing $100 in dimes, 
quarters, or halves, would be such a decided variance from the aver- 
age weight of these coins as to at once attract attention and would 
not be permitted to pass unchallenged by the person doing the weigh- 
ing, Had the bag reported short $2.50 been actually short as is al- 
leged, a corresponding over should show in the work of that day, 
which is not the case. All of which is convincing evidence to this 
office that an error has in some way been made by your counters. The 
wrong tag may have been marked, as those returned bear evidence of 
not having been marked when the count of each bag was made, A dif- 
ference of ten pieces in so small an amount as $100 is so improbable 
an error for an employe of eighteen years' experience, that the claim 
cannot be allowed to pass without a protest, 

Will you please inquire into the matter with a view to the cor- 
rection of a possible error.
